MR. BOLLIER’S STATEMENT. 

It is ridioulous,’’ he replied. ‘*This is my 
second visit to this country. I came here in 
1879 to see my brothér-in-law who is in St. 
Louis, his name is Finniger. The reason I 
came this time is that my health failed me. I 
wes partially paralyzed. and 1 had 
an opportunity o come as the 
agent of the Swies Milk Co. Politics had 
nothing to do with my coming. I will 
you the whole story and let you see what has 


prompted these cables. I wasthe Chief of 


Police of the Canton of Zurich and while I 
occupied that position I searched the bouses 
and discovered the connection of a number of 
Social Democrats with various crimes, and 
since then I have had enemies there, but I 
also have friends. You must understand that 
in Zarich there aretwo parties, the Liberals 
and Social Democrats. The Libtrais have 
been in power, but lately the Social Demo- 
erate were elected, and they are now in con- 
trol of the Government of Zurich. It is a party 
which is rapidly spreading throughout Europe 
and it is strongest in Germany and the allied 
States. They are plotters against the German 
Goverament, and tney have gone in large 
numbers to Zurich because they knew Switz- 
erland was a free State, and they thought they 
could Go as they pleased there. They were 
thought to be united with the Asgarchists 
for a long time, but tney always denied it, 
and there was no proof that they were unttl I 
found evidence against them.

The total number of stars one can see will 
depend very largely upon the clearness of the 
atmosphere and the keenness of the eye. 
There are in the whole celestial sphere about 


6,000 stars visible to an ordinarily good eye. 
Ofthese, however, we can never see more 
than a fraction at any one time, because halt 
here is below the horizan. If we 
un the horizon as easily as in 
the zenith a halt ot the whole number, 4,000, 
would be visible on any clear night.

ANOTHER VICTIM OF COCAINE. 


Dr. Hoy, the Slayer of Julia Hussman, 
Dying From slow Poison. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPATCH. 
PoIntT PLEASANT, W. Va., August 24.—The 
Post- DISPATCH correspondent having heard of 
the killing of the colored girl, Julia Hussman, 
by Dr. W. 8. Hoy, last June, and the discovery 
that Hoy had long been habituated to the use 
of opium, sulphuric ether and cocaine, under 
the influence of which and while partially de- 
mented be had shot the giz], visited the prison 
in this city where the doctor was confined. 


Dr. W. 8. Hoy was one of the most eminent 
pouns physicians inthe State, a member of 
e Board of Pension Examiners and a man 
who was looked — 2 with great respect. His 
family and that of his estimable young wife, 
who bas stood by him in all of his troubies, 
were py | the t inthe State. Since the 
as become known that Hoy, who 
latterly was a st drinker, had been 
in the habit of using daily in his 
liquors sulphuric ether, opium and co- 
caine in sufficient quantities to kili half a 
dozen men. When seen by the Post-DIsPaTCH 
correspondent Hoy, who less thana year ago 
was à tall, stalwart, fine-looking young fel- 
low of 32, bright and intelligent, was found an 
emaciated, almost lifeless shadow, weighing 
not more than 120 pounds. Since his incarcer- 
ation he has been entirely deprived of 
the deadly drugs—opium and cocaine—per- 
haps, as some 7 clans think, altogether 
too suddenly. he habit, which had own 
upon this eminent young physician, had so 
thoroughly done its work that it has affected 
his brain and mind. His memory seems al- 
most entirely gone, with only a brief revival 
at long intervals. He cannot remember any- 
thing of the killing, and, in fact, the second 
day afterthe occurrence seemed utterly to 
have forgotten it. His case is one which is at 
tracting the attention of the medical men all 
over the State as that of another victim of the 
deadly use of cocaine. None of the physicians 
Ihave seen believe he will ever entirely re- 
cover from its effects, while many of them are 
of the opinion that he is atready dying. It was 
one of the sadaest sights ever seen—that 
wreck ofaonce brilliant man, with that de- 
voted, heart-broken wife waiting upon him 
and carrying out his whims with such devo- 
tion as only a loving woman can bestow.

with mulled wine and cinnamon cakes. 


In England and in this country the guests 
were entertained with caudie, a sort of spiced 
gruel, flavored with rum and brandy. The 
cups, like the loving cup, had two handles, 
and were used only for a special occasion. 
Tney were of china, and religiously saved for 
this one occasion. They were handed down as 
heirlooms and were highly prized by old 
Dutch ladies. The gentleman's party, how- 
ever, occurred at the end of @ fortnight, if 
mother and child were doing well, and the 
husband entertained his particular friends. 
Both bachelors and benedictse were asked to 
eat buttered or sugared toast, which was 
thus prepare  ‘‘Rounds of bread toasted and 
each stratum spread thick with moist sugar; 
these were piled up in a stately punch bowl; 
strong beer was then poured over, boiling 
dot. 

THIS ‘‘GOTHIC uss“ 
was quickly demolished, and each person 
who ate of it put a piece of money in the bowl 
forthe nurse. In England good strong ale 
was brewed or a pipe of wine wae laid by to 
be drank at the majority of the ehild. 

When William W. Story was born, an fllus- 
trious day for American art, his father, then 
being at Washington (an associate justice) 
Judge Washington gave Judge Story a pipe of 
Madeira, tobe kept until the young man’s 
wedding. It was religiously kept, and some of 
it drunk at the wedding. 

This is almost the last historical instance 
we have of the observance of the old English 
custom. Times are changed. Old customs 
and old ceremonies have in a great measure 
died out and new ones seem to have arisen in 
their place. 

An event of this kind, though very joyous to 
the friends and immediate relatives, is not of 
general interest. It calls forth more ceremo- 
nies, yet these must be observed in due fash- 
jon. 

Friends and acquaintances either call or 
leave or send their cards by their servants 
with kind inguiries, but the mother and child 
are not disturbed in their seclusion until the 
former announces her reappearance into 
society by sending her card. And the caudle 
is served, and very delicious it ts. 

It is usual to x the day of the christening as 
soon as the mother is well enough to go out; 
generally when the infant is a month old.

As the Germans are a race of hero wor- 
Shipers, the founders of the order 
deemed the ancient Herman a fitting 
father, and accordingly dubbed themselves 
sons of that illustrious son of Germany's 
pristine state. 

CLANSISH GERMANS. 

As the old Teutons gathered together in 
tribes, so their descendants exemplify the 
clannish prociivities and come together in 
fraternal organizations. 

In accordance with the native fraternal feel- 
ing, the order of the Sons of Herman came 
Into existence in New York in 1840. Simplicity 
was the motto of the founders.. No ornate 
work is found in the initiatory or other @xer- 
Oles. The originators took the ground that 

the other fraternal and benevolent orders had 
| pystems of work altogether too intricate, and 
accordingly the Sons of Eerman took the 
ground of reformers in lodge work. 

Realizing the advantages of be- 
mevolent features in secret society 
work and the resulting good ac 
eruing to needy members, the order 
became an avowed insurance benevolent 
order, working entirely in the German 
Janguage. The insurance features assured 
$700 to the widow of a member in good stand- 
ing and $200 goes to soothe the grief of a 
member for the loss of his wife. Apart from 
thisthere is a sick benefit of $ per week, 
wholly appreciated by those in humbler 
walks who are compelled to draw upon it.
